cea Workers 
Working Way 
Toward City 


‘Three crews of census workers started on the outside 
borders of Crawford County on Monday, March 26, and 
are working their way toward the city of Grayling, said 
Art Thayer, head of census operations in Crawford County. 
‘The crews started in the harder areas to cover in Frederic, 
South Branch, and Beaver Creck townships. Thayer said 
the city residences will be casier to count than the rural 
places and he expects to finish with the city around the 
first of May. 

Thayer said everyone should have received the census 
short form in the mail by now. Census workers should 
pick up the short forms by May 1. If your census form has 
notbeen picked by May 1, you should call Jerry Morford, 
Grayling City Manager, (348-2131), and he will notify 
the census workers, 

Besides picking up short forms, census workers will be 
asking many residents to answer questions on the long 
census form, The census workers will fill out the long 
form with the information you give them. Thayer said 
you should know the total you paid for property taxes in 
1989, total electric costs, heating costs, water costs (city 
residents only), and total income by each person. Infor- 
mation on individuals is kept confidential for 72 years. 
Only totals are released. Individual census information 
is even kept confidential from the IRS, FBI, and Social 
Services. 

Thayer said census workers will be wearing a U.S. 
Census badge with their name on it, He cautioned 
residents not to talk to anyone claiming to be a census 
worker without the badge.

Completing I-75 Exchange Could Take Years 


It sounded so simple, “Just build a southbound entrance and 
northbound exit to and from 1-75 on North Down River Road,” 
but the word from the Michigan Department of Transportation 
(MDOT) is that the project is neither simple nor inexpensive. 
The cost of the project was estimated in excess of $4 million 
dollars and will take six to cight years to complete if it ever 
receives approval. 

THE PROBLEM 

The idea of completing the North Down River Road and I- 
75 entrance and exit exchange was proposcd to MDOT by 
Grayling Regional Chamber of Commerce Transportation 
chairman Skip Hanson ina letter dated January 17, 1989. In the 
letter, Hanson explained that with the current cxitand entrance 
system for Grayling, having the northbound and southbound 
entrances and exits on the opposite sides of town, has created 
a traffic problem for the downtown and south business loop 
areas and a confusing situation for visitors to the area. 

“All traffic wishing to come into Grayling must be routed 
directly through town, a two lane business loop and then to the 
other end of Grayling to resutne travel on I-75," Hanson stated 


in his leer, He said Grayling is the only community inthe state 
whose traffic counts fluctuate so dramatically and cited tour- 
ism and military traffic as factors in this fluctuation. 

“Beginning May Ist through mid-September (peck tourism 
season) and forty five weekends during the year, the traffic 
through Grayling is increased by the military units that drill at 
Camp Grayling,” said Hanson, “The military traffic could be 
re-routed via the North Down River Road exit, thus by-passing 
the city of Grayling and the downtown busincss loop,” he 
wrote. 

The northbound Grayling entrance is also the routing exit for 
traffic going cast and weston M-72, ‘This traffic passes through 
the south business loop and westbound traffic must also go 
through the downtown area. 

William Hartwig, MDOT representative, told Crawford 
County officials ata February !6 transportation mecting at the 
Grayling Holiday Inn that the highway dept. would like to 
complete the North Down River Road “halfexchange” if funds 
were available, but that the current exchange does not pose a 
priority safety issuc.

New M-1 Tanks Arrive, . 
Valued at $55 Million 


Thirty-three M1 main battle tanks valued at nearly $55 
million arrived in Grayling on rail cars Wednesday moming, 
March 28, The tanks are the first half of a shipment of sixty- 
six tanks and are part of a Department of Defense long range 
plan to upgrade the equipment of the 107th Armored Cavalry 
Regiment (CAV), Ohio National Guard. 

These tanks were brought from Europe where they were 
used for troop training exercises. Three employces from the 
Grayling Mobilization And Training Equipment Site (MATES) 
facility and eight guardsmen from Ohio went to Europe in 
January and carly February, 1990, to inspect the vehicles and 
accept them for the 107th. The remaining 33 tanks will be 
amiving in Grayling in mid-April. 

Forty-three of the tanks will stay in Grayling and 23 will be 
shipped to Ohio. Because the M1 tank is a specialized, 
technical item of equipment, only certain units (the 107th CAV 
at Camp Grayling) will be permitted to train in the tanks. 

The M1 tanks, which were designed in 1980 and built by 
General Dynamics, will replace the M48A5 tanks, which were 
built in the carly 1950's and have been declared surplus by the 
defense department. 

“With 43 M1’s staying in Grayling and 57 M48AS’s being 
shipped out,” said MAJ Jerold Foehl, Public Affairs Officer for 
Camp Grayling, “we are actually reducing the number of tanks 
at Camp Grayling by 14.” 

Comparing the two tanks, the M1 and the M48AS tanks both 
are equipped with JOSMM guns and fire fully cased ammuni- 
tion. Each is able to carry a four man crew, but that is where 
the similarity ends. The M1 has a low silhoucttc, making it 
harder to see and consequently, harder to hit. Tt has a 1500 
horsepower turbine engine that is able to accelerate from 0 to 
20 mph in seven seconds, The tank’s top speed is 45 mph 
compared to 23 mph for the M48A5. It is equipped with 
automatic transmission and Halon fire suppression for the 


crew and engine compartments, The M1 weighs 60 tons 
compared to the M48A5’s 56 tons and is able to fire from a 
moving position where the M48AS had to stop before it could 
fire its gun, 

MAJ Foch] said the M1 has better fuel economy than the 
M4B8AS, getting a little better than 1.6 miles per gallon on good 
roads, allowing it to travel 310 miles before it has to stop for a 
fill up, which can take a few minutes, because it is also 
equipped with a 500 gallon diesel fuel tank. 

Cost per tank is $1,645,697. 

Ammunition fired by the M1 at Camp Grayling will be inent 
and unexploding. MAJ Fochl explained that the gun makes a 
considerable amount of noise when it is fired but the ammuni- 
tion only “thuds” upon impact. He said this is different from 
artillery fire, which makes a considerable noise when fired and 
again when the projectile hits its target. 

“The M1 will fire the same ammunition that the older tanks 
fired,” stated MAJ Fochl. “It is equipped with a lock-on 
sighting system that will adjust itself while the tank continues 
to move, assuring a first round hit.” 

MAJ Fochl said the turbine engine has a whistling sound, 
different from the older diesel tanks, but like all tanks, they still 
clank. 

Fourteen mechanics from the Grayling MATES have at- 
tended a four week school on the unique characteristics of the 
Ml}. Others are scheduled for additional training during the 
coming months. MAJ Fochl said MATES’ mechanics are 
trained to receive, store, issue and repair both wheeled and 
tracked combet vehicles, 

“If you would like to drive one,” said MAJ Foehl, “according 
to MAJ Keith Bobenmoyer, shop foreman at MATES, an M1

based, in part, on potential and estimaitcd daily traffic. 

George Langen, MDOT district engineer from Alpena, 
stated that the last traffic count on North Down River Road was 
taken in 1985 and reported 1750 vehicles per day. It was 
speculated that with the relocation of the MATES facility to tts 
North Down River Road site, traffic could have increased an 
additional 2000 vehicles per day. 

Hanson said the new entrance and cxit ramps had the 
potential of producing several thousand more cars per day 
from I-75 and wondered if North Down River Road should he 
expanded to a four lane road, 

Hartwig said any work on the site would be based on a 
standard 20-year traffic projection. 

COST ESTIMATES 

Cost estimates for the North Down River Road project arc 
not limited to new construction and land acquisition cx penscs, 
but must also include the cost of bringing the current exchange 
to federal construction standards. 

Hartwig said this could mean widening the existing ramps 
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Local State 
Police Lab Helps 
Bust Auto Thieves 


“Michigan is the only state in the union where auto theft is 
decreasing,” stated Colonel R. T. Davis, Michigan State Police 
Director. “The word is beginning to spread that AFIS is on the 
job.” 

Colonel Davis was referring to the state’s new high-tech 
Automated Fingerprint Identification System (AFIS) that was 
credited with breaking up a major theft ring that reached from 
Toledo to the Machinac Bridge. Two of the thefis involved 
stolen new cars and new car parts from Ogemaw and Roscom- 
mon counties. 

Colonel Davis, other Michigan State Police officiats, and 
officers from local and area police agencies met at the Michi- 
gan State Police Forensics Laboratory in Grayling last Thurs- 
day, March 29, for anews conference where they discussed the 
system's crime fighting abilities. 

The auto theft investigation began last August when a 1990 
Dodge Caravan and new car parts valued at $10,000 were 
stolen from a West Branch car dealership in Ogemaw County. 
The following day, Roscommon County Sheriff's deputies 
investigated the theft of a 1989 Chevy Suburban and new car 
parts from Don Nester’s dealership in Roscommon. Although 
investigators had no suspects from either theft, fingerprints 
found at both locations were sent to the Michigan State Police 
Crime Lab at Grayling, which is equipped with an AFIS 
terminal. Both stolen vehicles were later recovered in Detroit,

THE CHANGING FACE of the world is creating 
new problems for the United Statcs, and there is no 
agreement yet among the nation’s Icaders about how to 
go about handling these new problems. 

That’s the overriding conclusion after a week in Wash- 
ington attending the annual government affairs confer- 
ence of the National Newspaper Association — an an- 
nual opportunity for smalltown newspaper folks to mect 
with top government officials and to ponder the really big 
picture. 

Speaker after speaker — from President George Bush 
on down — pointed to the changing face of Europe due 
to the rejection of communism and the emergence of 
democratic principles as forcing new decisions by our 
country, 

But they all agreed with the assessment of Henry 
Kissinger, former Secretary of State: “These are good 
problems we have.” 

* * * 

THE PEACE DIVIDED is at the core of much of the 
domestic controversy. Now that intemational tensions 
have cased, the U.S. should not have to pay as much 


attention to military matters; without an enemy, what 


necd is there of heavy investment in arms? And with a 
lessened military load, more money should be available 
inthe federal budget for other things. That’s the dividend 
of relative peace, 

It is the “other things” which are causing some of the 
disagreement... along with a continuing debate on how 
much military strength is cnough., 

Everyone in Washington seems to have a program to 
spend whatever is available — and maybe even funds 
which are not so available, 

Everyone wants Amcrica’s military strength to be 
adequate — but what is adequate? And how much docs 
adequacy cost?

“Oh, we just walked in the door” used to be the most 
common one but people have kind of wom that out. Now 
when pcople really do walk through the door and pick up 
the phone as a message is being left, they have to say

“You don’thave any extra money you want to invest?” 

For God sakes, if I did have any extra money to invest 
I wouldn't wait around for someone from a firm out of 
who knows where to call me, 

And how about those callers who think they’re the 
most important person around. “Who’s this?” They 
demand to know after you answer the phone. 

I know folks who just hang up when someone calls 
them and says “who’s this.” Can’t say that I blame them.

MR. BUSH TOLD thc editors and publishers that the 
nation needs first class schools and first class education 
forour young.

Mr. Bennett, a former 
secretary of education, said he has “moved from the 
American dream to the American nightmare... and they 
are related.” 

HUD Secy. Jack Kemp, upbeat as always, even though 
his job now is facing problems of poverty and the under- 
class, exuded optimism.

He 
talked of sweat equity and renovation and bootstraps... of

and the reconstruction of the existing bridge over I-75, 

By the time the MDOT and the federal government ap- 
proves, designs, and purchases right-of-way land, the project 
could take cight years before construction is completed. Hartwig 
explained that the federal government contributes 90 percent 
of the funding for interstate projects and has 90 percent of the 
say in how it spends its money. The state then pays the 
remaining ten percent. 

Hartwig told Grayling officials that if the community could 
come up with some matching funds or purchase the necessary 
right-of-way property, the state and federal government would 
look at this favorably when prioritizing upcoming projects. He 
said a realistic approach would be a matching funds proposal 
financed through a special assessment project. However, he 
said that even if the project was fully funded by the local 
community, the project would still take at Icast five years to 
complete based on the research necessary. 

Land acquisition would include several residential proper- 
tics on the southwest side of I-75 and at least one commercial 
property on the northwest side of I-75. 

Chamber director, Deborah Allen, said the Chamber will be 
sponsoring a mecting sometime in April to explore the possi- 
bility of participating in some type of revenue sharing program 
to encourage the completion of the North Down River Road/ 
1-75 exchange. 

Hanson asked whether the fact that Camp Grayling is a mo- 
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bilization facility could raise the North Down River Road 
project on the highway department’s ten year plan. Hartwig 
said the military aspect could play an important role in expe- 
diting the project, but that the federal government gives the 
department of transportation $300,000,000 in annual funding 
and they will not give more for this project. 

Hartwig said the ten ycar highway program is updated every 
two years and that 1991 is the first date the North Down River 
Road project can be added to the program. Even then, he said 
the project may not make the program because of other 
demands on available dollars. Meanwhile, the cost of the 
project continues to increase three percent of the total cost per 
year,

completely stripped, 

Using AFIS to scarch fingerprint files, investigators suc- 
cessfully matched the fingerprints found at both crime scenes 
with those of Altoro Rudolph Mobley of Detroit. Arrest 
warrants were issued by Ogemaw and Roscommon County 
prosecutors for Mobley. The suspect was found, already in the 
custody of Jackson County officials on similar auto theft 
charges. Also implicated in the operation were several other 
suspects who have not yet been arrested. Their identitics have 
not becn released, 

Investigators belicve Mobicy and his partners are involved 
ina theftring that reaches from Toledo to the Mackinac Bridge. 
The theft ring is belicved to be responsible for stealing more 
than $400,000 in vehicles and parts over a two year period. 

The new Automated Fingerprint Identification System has 
the capability to store, track and retrieve fingerprints and 
permits investigators to search all fingerprint records on file 
within 24-hours. Currently there are 800,000 fingerprint 
records entered into the system with 100,000 more being 
added. Previously to manually search all existing prints on file 
with Central Records Division would have taken 72 years. 

AFIS was introduced last fall by Governor James Blanchard 
and State Police Director Colonel R. T. Davis. There are 13 
State Police terminals in the downstate areca and two innorthern 
Michigan, one is in Grayling and the other is in Marquette. 
AFIS terminals are also located in cight metropolitan Police 
agencies, 

“This is aclassic example of combining new technology and 
the cooperation of law enforcement agencies to solve crime in 
Michigan,” stated Davis. “Without AFIS, we would still be 
looking to break this ring. 

“T think this arrest sends a strong message to criminals,” he 
continued. “Fingerprints left at the scene of a crime are kept in 
a computer that doesn’t forget.” 

The $22 million system has been operational since October.
